AN ACT1

To enact R.S. 44:9(L), relative to  expungement of arrest records in misdemeanor and felony2

cases; to require the Louisiana State Law Institute to develop a uniform expungement3

form and a uniform order of expungement; and to provide for related matters.4

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Louisiana:5

Section 1.  R.S. 44:9(L) is hereby enacted to read as follows: 6

§9.  Records of violations of municipal ordinances and of state statutes classified as7

a misdemeanor or felony8

L.(1)  The Louisiana State Law Institute shall develop a uniform10

expungement form for persons seeking an expungement without the necessity of11

employing counsel.12

(2)  The Louisiana State Law Institute shall develop a uniform order of13

expungement.  The order shall provide for any information deemed appropriate by14

the Louisiana State Law Institute including the following:15

(a)  The signatures of the judge, district attorney, and any other parties16

required by law.17

(b)  The statutory authority for granting or denying the expungement.18

(c)  A place for the court to provide written reasons when the expungement19

is denied.20

(3)  After development of the forms provided for by the provisions of this21

Subsection, the Louisiana State Law Institute shall make the forms available to the22

Judicial Council for distribution to the appropriate courts throughout the state of23

Louisiana.24
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(4)  The clerks of court in all parishes shall make this information available1

to the public upon request.2
